About twenty -five ]>er cent, of 
the laboring class of workmon, who 
are hired by the factory , are on the 
streets today . 
With this much of the 
regular working force gono, it w ill be 
diffieult*to carry on the work at the 
factory as fast as it was done before. 
Many of the workmen stated to a 
representative of the Republican this 
morning that it was their opinion that 
they jhad been discharged only tempor­ 
arily and that w ithin a few flay s they 
would hefaskod to attend to their regu­ 
lar duties.

26.—That J apan 
will demand an indemnity of Russia 
In the negotiations for peace and that 
the war will be declared at an end at 
the conclusion of the negotiations at 
Portsmouth, N. H., next month, is the 
belief of Baron Komura, head of the 
J apanese peace delegation, as voiced 
by Lieutenant Aimar Saito, who is the 
official spokesman for the barou on 
I this mission. 
Lieutenant Saito ip an 
i interview' said: 
“ I am confident that peace will be 
successfully negotiated by the appoint­ 
ed delegations. 
The J apanese will be 
guided by moderation, and no exces­ 
sive demands will be made, but the 
sentiment in J apan and Russia is for 
peace, arrd in the interests of human­ 
ity and propriety there must be peace. 
“ The cost to J apan, however, has 
been very great. 
On both sides the 
loss has been 570,000, Russia losing 
370,000 of these. 
The war is costing 
J apan $1,000,000 a day , and there, is a 
feeling that there ought to be an in­ 
demnity .” 
Asked as to the proba­ 
bility of an armistice, Lieutenant Saito 
said 
that 
probably 
this 
would 
be 
among the first questions the plenipo­ 
tentiaries would consider. 
Basing the 
form of the negotiations on previous 
treaty negotiations. J apan will make 
the demands for Russia's considera­ 
tion, he said. 
The peace terms, while held invio­ 
late by those who knew their text, 
were formulated by the emperor of 
J apan and his council. 
Lieutenant 
Saito was asked if in the flush of vic­ 
tory the J apanese people w'ould not 
feel entitled to more than any treaty 
would allow, and he said: 
“ The J apanese are not so g en tle as 
to abide by any decision we may mak e, 
but they pay great respect to the of­ 
fices of President Roosevelt 
an d his 
acts have done a great 
d eal to em 
phasise the need for peace.” 
Lieutenant Salto further said that 
the J apanese would prefer to have the 
negotiations in the English language, 
as neither Baron Komura nor himself 
.speaks French. 
The matter, however, 
would lie settled after President Roos 
evelt had met the two representatives. 
As to the attitude of the J apanese 
members toward the Russian 
dele­ 
gates. Lieutenant Saito said: 
“ We admire M. W itte and Baron 
Rosen. 
The 
announcement 
of 
M 
W itte’s appointment to the peace par 
ty was more welcome to us than that 
of any other person could have been 
We recognize him as a groat states­ 
man .“ 
Lieutenant Saito said that 
while a desire for peace was the sent­ 
iment of J apan, it was not a desire for 
peace at anv pr» ee.

Verd ict in Sq u iro McKee’s

St. Petersburg. J uly 26.—Gossip and 
conjecture fire busy with the reasons 
for and results of the meeting be­ 
tween Emperors William and Nich­ 
olas off the Island of Bjoerkoe. but the 
return of the Russian imperial party 
to Peterhof has added nothing definite 
to the information regarding the sub­ 
jects 
discussed 
or the 
conclusions 
reached at the private interviews be­ 
tween the two sovereigns. 
I'nder the 
circum stances no authoritative state­ 
ment can be made, and the only in­ 
formation vouchsafed is that the con­ 
versations were extremely cordial and 
friendly . 
The belief that the meeting 
will make for peace was reflected on 
the bourse, imperial 4s rising a full 
point to S i)1-* in a firm market. 
The 
importance of the meeting is recog­ 
nized in the press comments of all 
shades of opinion. 
Various conjec­ 
tures are advanced as to its real mean­ 
ing. but they are all admittedly guess 
work. 
The Boerse G a/ette has a well- 
written editorial pointing to the fact 
that the good neighborly relations with 
Germany enabled Russia to withdraw 
part of her army from her western 
frontier and declares it is the duty of 
Russian diplomacy to strengthen these 
relations, at the same time maintain­ 
ing that the Franeo-Russian alliance 
made in the interests of peace must in 
no wise he disturbed and that neither 
France nor Great Britain have any 
reason to worry over the conference. 
The Novoe Vremy a. after catalogu­ 
ing the various suppositions advanced, 
declares it is useless to guess which 
of them received special attention, 
and concludes sagely that it is some­ 
times good to have a diplomatic ques­ 
tion d iscu ssed with o u t 
the assistan ce 
of professional d ip lo mats. 
Liberals are inclined to lo o k ask an ce 
at the meeting, and the pessim ists 
think that it bodes ill to reform and 
see in it the future visit of a German 
squadron to Russian waters

Lansing, M ich., July 22d, 1905. 
E ditor of the Republican : 
Dear S ir;—From papers sent me 1 
see the wheat crop*of Rush county is 
being threshed and turning out well, j 
Here m M ichigan the crop is just 
being liarv estedand iCis an excellent 
one. 
It is of a v ery fine quality and 
the weather for harv esting is of the 
most 
satisfactory kind. 
Hay is in 
abundance up here but the corn and 
IKitato crops will be short on "acreage, 
as the weather in the earlier part of 
the season was such that a v ery short 
acreage was gotten out. 
I hav e ju st come across the State 
from Benton Harbor through the frnit 
belt, where hundreds of acres are in 
grajies and the prospect for the largest 
grape crop tiiat M ichigan has had for 
years. 
In near Pawpaw, M ich., the 
fruit farm s sell for from # 150 to # 200 
per acre. 
Apples w ill be abundant 
np here and peaches galore. 
From 
what I hav e seen they will hav e frnit 
enough for the supply of three States, 
hot in other ways the conditions are 
not good. 
I am informed by those who should 
know that there is a shortage of 40 
per cent. in numbers this year at the 
different pleasure resorts from the last 
two prev ious years. 
This is quite an 
item of loss, as thousands of dollars 
come into this State ev ery year from 
that source. U ntil spending six weeks 
in this State, no one could hav e con­ 
v inced me of the difference in the peo­ 
ple of M ichigan and Indiana. 
Their 
m anner of liv ing, their ideas, their 
public buildings, such as churches and 
school buildings, are not like those of 
Indiana and Ohio. 
It was a great 
surprise to me that in so short a dis­ 
tance so much difference cju ld exist 
in custom. 
Two tilings M ichigan cannot be ex­ 
celled in, tiiat is clim ate aud hotels. 
I hav e been detained longer here than 
I expected, bnt tomorrow I will head 
toward Jackson and A drian, and then 
into N orthw est Ohio and into Indiana 
at Ft. Wayne, and hope to spend a few 
days in Rnshv ille soon, 
Yonrs truly, 
AI).
